The Campbell Farms Polled Shorthorn herd represents one of 
the breed’s most important packages of cattle. Although never a 
large herd, Polled Shorthorns from this herd have been exported to 
Scotland, New Zealand, and sold to top herds throughout the 
United States and Canada. 


It is regrettable that time spent on business interests away 
from home has made it necessary for Grant Campbell to sell this 
herd. His association with Shorthorns dates way back to his child- 
hood days when his father built one of the great Shorthorn herds. 
Upon Grant’s return after World War II he re-established the 
Shorthorn herd becoming one of the leading breeders and importers. 
In 1953, for example, his Shorthorn sale averaged $1,878. Nearly 
the entire herd was sold in 1955 to R. E. Smith of Texas, with a 
few key horned imported heifers retained. These were mated to 
Birmingham Nugget 3rd x (exported to Australia for $5,000) and 


Birmingham Dauntless 2nd x (exported to New Zealand for $3,000) 
and their daughters were the base of the Polled Shorthorn herd. 


Although it was never Campbell’s plan to own a large number 
of cattle (there are just 34 female lots in this complete dispersion), 
without a doubt, this sale contains more of the kind of bulls and 
females desired by Polled Shorthorn breeders whose ambition it is 
to produce outstanding seed stock than would be expected in an 
offering four times this large.
